A NUMBER Of inquiries have come to AMERICAN 
ARTISAN requesting information as to the cause of the 
advance of zinc and the possibilities for 

The High or prospects of any decline from the 

a present high price. 

: To fully understand the situation, it 
must be remembered that the two chief producers of 
the raw material from which sheet zinc is made and 
which is also an important factor in the manufacture 
of galvanized products—spelter—are Belgium and the 
United States of America. 

Practically no spelter was exported from this coun- 
try before the beginning of the great war in Europe 
while on the other hand quite a considerable quantity 
was imported. 

Since the occupation by the German army of Bel- 
gium, importations of spelter have practically ceased 
and the United States is now exporting spelter in 
quite considerably quantities, the total amount for 
the month of April being over 4,600 tons. 

It will be readily understood, therefore, that inas- 
much as very limited quantities of spelter are on hand 
for immediate delivery, those who are in position to 
make deliveries take advantage of the condition, just 
as is the case whenever any other commodity becomes 
extremely scarce: The price is advanced. 

As to the prospect of any decline in prices, that is a 
rather difficult matter to make any definite statement 
on, but it may be taken for granted that so long as the 
war and the demand continue, prices will remain on 
their present high level. 








A RECENT speaker before the Hardware Club of 

Chicago made the statement that the price which a 
: man must pay for success is based in 
The Price direct proportion upon the measure of 
You Pay. his success. 

In making this statement, he also am- 
plified it by the explanation that there was no such 
thing as luck in business; that whenever a man was 
found to have made a success, certain characteristics 
were always to be found in him which were essential 
in the working out of his success. 

Here are two men starting in business under ident- 
ically the same conditions, with the same amount of 
capital, with the same kind of prospective customers, 
‘h the same sort of merchandise, probably even 
ected with the help of the same salesman. 
Inside of five years, one of these men may be on 
road to great prosperity, while the other man may 
on the edge of bankruptcy. 





Was it luck or what was it that caused the change 
in their conditions? 

Credit managers are a unit in saying that very 
definite reasons can be given for these different condi- 
tions. One man—the successful one—was careful in 
his habits, was aggressive in his business policy, did 
not wait for trade to come to him, collected his bills 
promptly, paid his bills promptly, selected his stock 
with care, kept it well arranged and attractively dis- 
played—in short he was an example of what today 
we have come to know as a progressive retail hard- 
ware dealer. 

The other man in practically every case will be 
found to have been careless in his habits, personally 
and otherwise; he bought without system; he did not 
know what he had in stock; he was ignorant as to 
what it cost him to do business; he did not go after 
trade in a systematic manner—and so he was doomed 
to fail. 

But, some will say, is this second man to blame be- 
cause his natural makeup is not as aggressive as that 
of the first man? 

Psychologists tell us that character is not inherited 
but developed. In other words, while a person may 
have certain tendencies which may or may not be in- 
herited, it depends entirely on that person as to 
whether those tendencies are to be developed for the 
good or for the bad. 

A person may not be aggressive inherently, but by 
self-training and by taking advantage of the advice 
and experiences of others, he can so train himself as 
to become aggressive. 

In other words, if a man is weak; if he has made a 
failure—that is no reason why he should give up. On 
the contrary, he should have nerve enough to examine 
himself and analyze his failure—being perfectly hon- 
est with himself—and out of this self-examination, or 
self-analysis, he will be certain to find not only the 
reasons for his failure, but also the means by which 
he can turn his failure into success. 

The price that a man pays for success is found in 
frequent self-examination, perfect honesty with one- 
self, application to the task before him and a willing- 
ness to render efficient service under all circumstances. 

This means that under the new dispensation as ap- 
plied to modern mercantile or industrial life, the man 
who hopes. to make a success must keep foremost in 
his mind, not the profit of the immediate present, but 
the amount and character of service that he is willing 
to render to those from whom his profits of the pres- 
ent are realized. 

Coupled with this must, of course, be preparation 
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for the task assumed, for without knowledge and 
ability a mere willingness to serve is of little avail. 

That this is being recognized in modern business 
life is evident from the fact that a steadily increasing 
number of merchants of all classes, as well as indus- 
trial employers in all lines, are endeavoring to instill 
in the minds and characters of their employes a full 
appreciation of what it means to render efficient 
service and of the requirements for so doing.

Supervision. placed upon anyone who desires to go 
into the business of handling of other people’s money. 

If a private banker in one of these five states is 
honest and capable, those who deposit their money 
with him will get it back. If he is dishonest or in- 
efficient they will most likely get nothing. 

In thirty-eight states there were no failures of 
private banks in 1914, and all of these states provide 
some form of inspection and regulation. 

There were more failures of private banks during 
1914 in Illinois than in any other state. During 1913 
and 1914 there were twenty-seven failures of such 
institutions in Illinois alone—and in the majority of 
the cases the principal reason for the failure was in 
the fact that there was no system of inspection or reg- 
ulation. 

Why any one should care to do business with a 
“banker” who objects to inspection of his books and se- 
curities may not be quite clear to a man -up a tree, but 
there are conditions under which, for instance, a hard- 
ware dealer in a small town must either make use of 
the private bank of his town or be put to considerable 
inconvenience. 

The “stock excuse” of the private banker for not 
wanting to come under state inspection is that he will 
be prevented from accommodating honest, but unfor- 
tunate, farmers and business men who may be in sore 
need of money to tide them over crop failures or poor 
collections, because the state bank examiner would 
not accept the securities taken on such loans, but 
which he because of his intimate relations with and 
personal knowledge of the man and his condition feels 
perfectly safe in accepting. 

But, as a matter of fact, this excuse does not hold 
water, for in practically every case the private banker 
demands just as good “security” in the shape of en- 
dorsement or additional signatures on notes as does 
the state banker. 

Many dealers have lost money by the failures of 
private banks—directly because of having deposits in 
such banks, and indirectly through the loss by others 
who were depositors and who could not pay the debts 
ewing to these dealers when the banks failed. 

On general principles, every business man should 
make it a point to instruct his representatives and 
senator in the state legislature that he expects them to 
work and vote for the enactment of a law that will 
prevent any one from operating a bank that is not 
under either state or federal supervision. 


A bill has been presented in the Illinois state legisla 
ture which provides for proper protection of the de 
positor in private banks, by a system of incorpora 
tion and inspection, and no representative or senato: 
should be allowed to give as an excuse for not voting 
for the passage of this bill, that he did not know that 
the business men of his district desired to have it 
become a law. 

Send each one of your three representatives and 
your senator a personal letter informing them that you 
wish the Thon Bill for the Regulation gf Privat 
Banks passed during the present session—and send 
those letters at once. 








THE ATTITUDE taken by “Big Business” toward the 
Federal Trade Commission which was recently organ- 
Raitt cia under the law passed during the 

the Federal 1914 session of Congress presents a 

Trade marked difference from that taken by 
Commission. the railroads when the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission was organized. 

Instead of doing as the railroads did then, the most 
representative American business men have stated 
that it is their purpose to cooperate in every way pos- 
sible with the Federal Trade Commission in order that 
working at cross purposes may be avoided. 

W. D. Simmons, president of the Simmons Hard- 
ware Company, in a statement to the Natton’s Busi- 
ness, the official publication of the Chamber of Com- 
merce of the United States, recently gave expression 
to the spirit which is prevalent among the leaders in 
commercial and industrial circles with regard to this 
new commission when he stated: 

“Before the passage of the law creating this com- 
mission, the possibility of being—on some strained 
technicality—pronounced a law breaker deterred men 
from doing what they knew was according to the 
spirit of the law but which no one was authorized to 
approve officially, This commission has announce: 
that it will brush aside legal technicalities and pass on 
each question on its merits. Therefore many enter- 
prises will soon be under way which would not have 
been undertaken with the former doubt hanging over 
them. In my opinion the commission can help the 
revival of business materially by giving wide pub- 
licity to the idea that no man need hesitate to embark 
in any enterprise in harmony with the spirit of the 
times for fear of being penalized for some uninten- 
tional and technical infraction of the statutes.” 

It is in keeping with this statement that a commit- 
tee has been appointed by the Chamber of Commerce 
of the United States which is to serve as an auxiliary 
and advisory body to the Federal Trade Commission, 
and it is to the credit of the business men of the nation 
that they have thus signified their willingness to co- 
operate with the commission. By doing so, the work 
of the commission will be facilitated in many ways, 
and the danger of having such troubles as confronted 
the Interstate Commerce Commission in its early days 
is thus avoided. As Mr. Simmons said, the Federal 
Trade Commission can help the business materially by 
giving wide publicity to the idea that no man need 
hesitate to embark in any enterprise in harmony with 
the spirit of the times.

The other day I received a booklet from the New 
York Health Department in which suggestions were 
made for indoor workers as to means they might 
adopt to improve their health and therefore also their 
earning capacity.

David M. Halstead, the subject of this sketch, is a 
good example of the kind of men who believe in com- 
bining mind development with a goodly measure of 
physical training, for he was a star in his university,

both in athletics and in his studies, and his success in’ 


later life serves as an indication of what proper guid- 
ance means to the young man. 

On July 24, 1872, there was born in the city of 
Philadelphia, a baby boy to whom his parents gave the 
name of David M. Halstead. He attended the public 
schools of his home city and when he had graduated 
from the Philadelphia Manual Training High School 
he went for a short term to Johns Hopkins’ Uni- 
versity at Baltimore, Maryland, but decided to change 





and became a student at the University of Pennsyl- 
vania, in Philadelphia, taking up the study of mechan- 
ical engineering as his specialty, and graduating from 
there with the degrees of Bachelor of Science and of 
Master of Engineering. 

He was an athlete and soon became prominent .in 
the sports of the university, being chosen captain of 
the freshmen oars crew and participating in the na- 
tional rowing regatta during his freshman year. 

It is also worth noting that upon him was bestowed 
the unusual honor of being elected president first of 
the freshman class and later of the senior class of 
the university. 

In 1895 he graduated and engaged in the engineer- . 
ing business, soon becoming 
known as an unusually ef- 
ficient and therefore’ very 
valuable counsel in engineer- 
-ing matters. 

His Alma Mater honored 
him by sending him abroad 
to investigate the construc- 
tion of the laboratories of the 
famous Dr. Finsen, of 
Copenhagen, Denmark, the 
discoverer of the Ultra-violet 
Ray which is employed in 
curing the disease known as 
“Lupus.” In this capacity 
Mr. Halstead visited the dif- 
ferent laboratories in Copen- 
hagen, Stockholm, London 
and Paris. 

In 1904 he designed the 
Delta files as well as the ma- 
chinery for their manufac- 
ture, and upon the incorpora- 
tion of the Delta File Works, 
in 1905, he was elected secre- 
tary and treasurer, becoming president in 1910. 

He takes an active interest in sports and college life, 
being a member of the Philadelphia Golf Club and of 
the Cricket Club, as well as past president of the Phi 
Kappa Psi fraternity of the United States. 

Mr. Halstead is also a director of the Engineering 
Club, a member of the Union League Club of Phila- 
delphia, and last fall was appointed chairman of the 
Entertainment Committee of the American Hardware 
Manufacturers’ Association. 

Men like Mr. Halstead naturally have a large num 
ber of friends, and he is no exception; his upright 
manly spirit and willingness to help have won for him 
a wide circle of friends who admire him—as a busi 
ness man, as an athlete and as a “real” man.

FRED MOORE HUGGINS. 


\ matter of twenty-five years ago it was a fairly 
common sight to see parties of ten or twenty riding 
the high wheeled bicycle with the dinky little tail wheel, 
and whatever may be said for the modern high 
seared bicycle of these present days, the fact remains 
that considerably more skill was required to maintain 
one’s balance on those old fashioned ‘‘velocipedes,” as 
well as considerably more effort to make any speed 
worth talking about. 

It is therefore quite reasonable that the men who 
were then known as “experts” in bicycling were likely 
to make their mark in other ways, and history has a 
number of cases on record in which successes in the 
business world have been achieved by men who were 
prominent as “speed kings” 
in those days. 

One of these men is Fred 
Moore Huggins, who was 
born August 31, 1870, in Cal- 
lander, Scotland, 

As was and is common for 
boys of well-to-do parents in 
the British Isles, “Fred,” as 
everybody who knows him 
calls Mr. Huggins, was sent 
to a private school, and he 
attended a boarding — school 
on the Island of Jersey in the 
'nglish Channel, where by 
the way it is said that the 
finest dairy cattle in the world 
is raised, 

His parents died when he 
was in his fourteenth year, 
and with his brother he came 
to this country and lived for 
several years with relatives in 
\lansfield, Ohio, where he at- 
tended the public grammar 
ind high schools, after which he secured a position as 
messenger in one of the local banks. 

Fred in the meantime had become an expert bicycle 
rider and took part in many races. In one of these 
he met with an accident, being thrown from his wheel. 
The fall was so serious that he was unconscious for 
three days, and while he was convalescing it was 
found that in some way the injury had affected his 
eves to such an extent that he was compelled to give 
up his work in the bank, and he went to a ranch in 
western Kansas to regain his health. 

The accident did not, however, stop Fred from 
hieyele riding, and as soon as he had fully recovered 
he took a trip to the then Indian Territory, which is 
now known as a part of Oklahoma. 








Upon his return to Mansfield he took up newspaper 
work, acting as all-around reporter and circulation 
manager. It is said that the collection of his salarv 
was the hardest part of his job, and to keep himself 
well clothed and fed he again went into the racing 
game. When an organization of bicyclists was formed 
to give exhibitions in riding and baseball, Fred joined 
and with his companions traveled through Europe. 
When the party disbanded, he took a trip to New 
Zealand and Australia and while there was the first 
man to ride a bicycle from Melbourne to Sidney. 

Upon his return to the United States, he settled 
down to real work and in 1892 became associated with 
Landers, Frary and Clark as traveling salesman in 
the state of Ohio. In 1893 
the entire South was turned 
over to him and he “covered” 
that territory for this com- 
pany for sixteen years. 

In 1909 Mr. Huggins went 
into business with J. H. Keat- 
ing as hardware manufactur- 
ers’ representatives, but two 
years later the partnership 
was dissolved and he went 
with the Peck, Stow and Wil- 
cox Company, with whom he 
was connected until 1913, 
when Mrs. Huggins’ health 
necessitated a change of resi- 
dence. So he purchased 2 
600-acre ranch at Meridian, 
Texas, and moved there. 
When Mrs. Huggins regained 
her health, Fred decided that 
the ranch, which in the mean- 
time he had put in fine run- 
ning order, would have to do 
without him and in August, 
1914, joined the sales staff of Lalance and Grosjean 
Manufacturing Company, and he now manages the 
Company’s Texas business. 

Fred attended the second meeting of the Southern 
Hardware Jobbers’ Association, in 1893, and he has 
missed only two of the annual conventions since. 

About 1908 he conceived the idea of forming an 
organization among the older hardware traveling 
salesmen in the South and after considerable mission- 
ary work, the “Old Guard” was organized and finally 
perfected in June, 1908, Mr. Huggins becoming sec- 
retary, which position he held for three years, when 
he found it necessary to retire, the members presented 
him with a beautiful diamond ring as a token of their 


appreciation of his faithful services.

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Many Opportunities for Increased Profits 
in Department of Sporting Goods 


By Witu1am T. Gormtey, of the Bullard and Gormley Company, Chicago, Illinois. 








In the May first issue of AMERICAN ARTISAN I out- 
lined some of the possibilities for the retail hardware 
: dealer in rural communities 
that present themselves in 
a well planned Sporting 
Goods department, and I 
shall endeavor to go into 
detail in this article how 
such a department may be 
conducted in a manner that 
will make it not only a 
trade puller, but also a 
profit producer of more 
than ordinary importance. 
As stated in the foregoing article special stress is 
to be laid on baseball goods for the reason that there 
is a far larger proportion of possible customers for 
the articles in this line, and for this reason the Sport- 
ing Goods department may well be started with a stock 
of the various articles that are needed for that par- 
ticular game. 

It will not be necessary to carry a very wide assort- 
ment nor a heavy stock, but it will be. wise to have a 
fair range both in quality and in variety in order to 
be able to suit the tastes and pocketbooks of the vari- 
ous baseball customers. And it should be remembered 
in this connection that the customers range from the 
little schoolboy to the full grown man, and that their 
wants will vary not only with their age, but also with 
their financial condition: the seven year old “hopeful” 
will possibly be satisfied with a ten cent ball, a low 
grade bat, with a cheap glove, while the high school 
boy if he can manage to do so will buy a regular 
league outfit. 


It must be remembered that articles of this kind 
must be well displayed and-in that way draw the at- 
tention of the possible purchaser and this means that 
frequent window displays should be arranged, and 
that in the store the stock should be grouped in an at- 
tractive manner, so that when the customer comes in 
it will be easy for him to find the particular article for 
which he is looking. 

Advertisements in the local newspapers, as well as 
in school publications, will be found very helpful pro- 
vided they give sufficient information as to the quality 
and price of the articles advertised. 

It should also be remembered that in order to get 
the most out of the window and interior displays, price 
tickets are of utmost importance. It is a well recog- 
nized principle that with an article of this kind, a 
plain price ticket has much to do with the matter of 
effecting quick and easy sales. 

[t was suggested in the foregoing that the stock 
need not be very heavy, but at least up until the mid- 
dle of July the retail hardware dealer should make it 
int to keep the stock fairly complete, and this he

can easily do by keeping track of his sales as well as 
of the articles on hand, so that he will order in plenty 
of time to make it possible for him to secure a new 
supply before entirely out. 

But the matter of having stock on hand and display- 
ing it—while of course a very important one—is not 
the only point which the retail hardware dealer must 
keep in mind, for if he is to make a real success of 
this department he must create sales, and with “cre- 
ating” I mean that he must make it his business to 
stimulate interest in baseball or in any of the other 
sports, supplies for which he carries in stock. 

This he can do very easily, although it requires some 
personal effort and a certain amount of tact. If he is 
not a baseball enthusiast himself it will be better for 
him to have some one in his store look after this par- 
ticular feature who takes an active interest in baseball. 
This man should make it his business to organize 
teams in the schools, in the shops or among the young 
men who are employed in various capacities around 
town, and he will also find an interesting and profit- 
able field among the boys out in the country, for they 
like to play baseball just as well as the boys in town, 
and if he can get up some rivalry between the teams 
of the farm boys and the young fellows in tewn, quite 
a lot of sales will result. 

The main points to keep in mind in connection with 
the Sporting Goods department is that it must at all 
times be prepared to fill the wants of the various 
classes of boys and men who take part in the sport, 
and that the various articles must be kept well dis- 
played and in proper condition. There is nothing that 
detracts so much from the arrangement or display of 
sporting goods as a dusty and shop worn appearance. 

What has been said in the foregoing in regard to 
baseball goods applies, in possibly not so wide a sense, 
to other forms of sports, such as tennis and other 
games. In the article which is to follow this one I 
shall go into details on methods by which the sale oi 
hunting and fishing supplies can be increased.

The only way we could answer this question was by 
saying, “You have got to help for our carrying this neigh- 
bor’s account.” Is this not right? 

__We have accounts on our books which should have been 
paid long ago. We have borrowed money at the bank to 
carry these accounts, which we cannot-afford to do. This is 
a discrimination against the cash buyer. One customer pays 
us cash, another asks for time; we want the trade of both 
customers and will gladly extend credit to a customer de- 
serving it.

Mr. Gorby, who is one of the officials of the Central 
Manufacturing District Bank of Chicago, took for his 
subject, “Phases of the Industrial Development of 
Chicago,” and his remarks were full of inspiration to 
those who were privileged to hear him. 

“Uusually it is difficult for us to see things and con- 
ditions round about us,” said Mr. Gorby. “We must 
go away to get the proper perspective. For instance, 
the man who lives in Chicago will often fail to appre- 
ciate what is really going on here unless he goes to 
some other place and observes conditions there. Then 
he starts to compare and by these comparisons he is 
enabled to get that perspective which makes for a 
true appreciation of his home town and its activities. 

“Out where I.am in business, at Thirty-fifth Street 
and Ashland Avenue, just north of the Stock Yards, 
we are in a sense out of Chicago, although we are 
just as loyal as any other body of business men to its 
welfare and interests, and we have therefore been 
able to see in a clearer way just what has happened 
here in Chicago, so far as industrial development is 
concerned. 

“Every community has at least two classes of men, 
both of which have much to do with its progress. The 
first of these classes is composed of those who let their 
fancy take flight and who thus see the possibilities of 
the future—visionaries we call them, or dreamers. 
Without them we would likely be cave-dwellers in- 
stead of living in modern apartments equipped with 
every facility for making housekeeping easy. 

“The other kind we are likely to regard with some- 
what of contempt and we use the epithet ‘knocker’ 
when we speak of the men who are so constructed 
that they prefer to damn rather than praise. And 
yet, the ‘knocker’ has his use, because without his 
restraining influence the ‘dreamer’ might be allowed to 
let his fancy have full swing. But as it is, the 
‘knocker’ and the ‘dreamer’ make it possible to evolve 
practical ideas and plans which the ‘doer’—the man 
who accomplishes things—can put into effect. 

“We must not forget that here in Chicago, as well 
as anywhere in this great country of ours, we must 
build for the future, and that means that we must 
develop the youth of our cities and farms to make 
them fit to take up our burdens and carry the work 
which we have but begun to completion. 

“A notable feature of the industrial and commer- 
cial development of Chicago is the grouping of kindred 
enterprises in the same locality. We have our hard- 
ware houses in one group, the produce dealers in 


another ; furniture in a third; dry goods and women’s 
garments in a fourth, and so on. 

And then we are setting aside certain districts or 
sections of the city for manufacturing enterprises, the 
most prominent ‘colony’ of such being the Central 
Manufacturing District, where six years ago there 
was only a dismal swamp waste of 300 acres. Toda) 
there are located in that section more than 200 pros. 
perous manufacturing plants, from which in the 
course of the past year over 100,000 loaded cars oj 
products were shipped. Located on the Belt line that 
connects the forty-five trunk railroads entering and 
leaving Chicago, we have the best possible shipping 
facilities. 

“In this district we have the same spirit of co- 
operation of loyalty to our section and to the city, of 
get-together, that characterizes the progressive busi- 
ness man of Chicago, and which is the secret of suc 
cessful progress of all industrial enterprises.” 

Mr. Gorby concluded by extending to the members 
of the Hardware Club a hearty invitation to visit the 
Central Manufacturing District and thus become 
familiar with an important feature of Chicago’s indus- 
trial development. 

President Martin announced that at the meeting of 
the Board of Governors held Friday, April 3oth, it 
was decided to invite William Hale Thompson, the 
new Mayor of Chicago, to be the guest of honor at a 
dinner in the near future, the exact date depending 
upon the mayor’s convenience.

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Arkansas Retail Hardware Dealers 
Hold Annual Convention 








The sixteenth annual convention of the Arkansas 
Retail Hardware Association met in the City of Littie 
Rock on May fourth for a three days’ session. Be- 
tween 250 and 300 hardware merchants registered in 
the forenoon of the first day. To this number 150 
additional members were added on the second day, 
which wil! make the attendance something like 450 to 
500 for the entire convention. 

The exhibit this year was unusually large, and in 
fact in a measure more elaborate than in previous 
years. The first meeting was held Tuesday in the 
Municipal Auditorium, at two P. M. The meeting 
was called to order by President William I’. Bracy 
of Little Rock. E. E. Mitchell of Morrilton, presi- 
dent of the National Retail Hardware Association, sat

with Mr. Bracy, and Secretary Grover T. Owens was 
on the platform. 

Mayor Charles E. Taylor of Little Rock delivered 
the address of welcome, after invocation had been 
rendered by Reverend J. H. O. Smith, of the Christian 
Church, formerly one of the best known divines of 
Chicago. 

Mayor Taylor complimented the Association on 
what it has accomplished for the hardware industry 
in the state. 

J. Harralson of Augusta, in response for the active 
members, praised Little Rock for its hospitality at 
previous conventions and paid a tribute to Mayor 
Taylor, concluding with the prediction that the mayor 
would be governor of Arkansas. 

William H. Bowman of Little Rock responded on 


behalf of the associate members and was followed | 
W. P. Lewis of Huntington, Pennsylvania, secretary 
of the Pennsylvania Hardware Association and a rep- 
resentative of the Pennsylvania Retail Hardware 
Mutual Insurance Company. His talk was largely on 
insurance from the standpoint of a hardware dealer. 

M. L. Corey of Argos, Indiana, secretary of the 
National Hardware Association, made a short talk 
and was followed by R. W. Shapleigh, St. Louis, of 
the Shapleigh Hardware Company; W. M. Mills, of 
St. Louis, sales manager of the Simmons Hardware 
Company, and C. A. Darland of Fort Smith, repre- 
senting the Fort Smith Wagon Company. 

A violin duet, “The Alps Maid’s Dream,” was 
played by Miss Sallie Harton of Conway and William 
Mitchell of Morrilton and later Miss Harton plaved

WEDNESDAY, MAY FIFTH. 

The Wednesday morning session, which was an 
executive one, was held at nine o’clock Wednesday 
morning in the banquet room of the Marion Hotel, 
and there were something like 300 dealers present. 

President Bracy delivered his annual. message a: 


follows: 
ANNUAL MESSAGE OF PRESIDENT WILLIAM F. BRACY. 


It is with pleasure that I submit herewith my annual mes- 
sage covering the period of the past twelve months. 

It was quite a pleasure indeed, as well as a distinguished 
honor, to have been the recipient of the Presidency of this 
Association. Unfortunately, however, conditions have been 
materially different during my tenure in office from that of 
my predecessor, as it has unquestionably been an epoch-mak- 
ing year in the history of the hardware business. 

A few months subsequent to my election, one year ago, 
war was declared between practically all the European coun- 
tries and the effect of this war was immediately felt through- 
out this country by every business institution. Only a short 
time after the beginning of the war, both the retail and 
wholesale hardware business of this country, along with 
practically every other line of business, reached a standstill, 
and for several months there was a condition prevailing in 
this country that made the individual merchants of the coun- 
try feel to a large degree the uncertainty of the future out- 
come, and for that reason there was a general depression in 
business. It appears now from present conditions and fron 
the most accurate information obtainable from reliab! 
sources, that the war will terminate some time during this 
year. This, however, is merely a speculation by those who 
have carefully observed conditions and it is not improbab! 
that the war may be prolonged over a more lengthy perio 
of time. ; 

The condition to which we refer as the European crisis. 
has in my opinion, brought about indirectly a result that wil! 
be of far reaching consequence to the retail merchants 0! 
this country. I candidly believe that the individual retailers 
of the United States are more sensible of the heavy respo! 
sibility resting upon them, as distributors of hardware 
consumers, than has ever been realized in the past. It has 
brought about an economic condition of affairs which w: 
in my opinion ultimately result in great achievements for t!1' 
merchant. We have all been taught a most valuable lesso! 
and that is, ‘that we must curtail the operating expenses 
our business. When conditions are prosperous, and there 's 
an unlimited demand for merchandise, ofttimes we are 
clined to grow extravagant in the daily expenditures of « 
business, but when we are confronted with the condit 
which we are now experiencing it has a persuasive influenc 
and directs our attention particularly to the small leaks 
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<travagance that within a period of one year’s time would, 
saved, add considerably to the profit side of our ledger. 
Various opinions are being advanced by financiers of 
1is country with reference to the ultimate results upon this 
untry after the termination of the war. The majority of 
expressions of able men who have ventured an opinion for 
the benefit of the public are optimistic and indicate that this 
‘ountry will, immediately after the termination of the war, 
return to the most prosperous condition that we have ever 
xperienced. Should our merchants rely upon that theory it 
is entirely probable that we should be inclined to overload our 
stock accounts and to prepare adequately for what we antici- 
pate as an exceedingly large demand for merchandise. In my 
opinion this is not the most practical thing for the hardware 
merchants of Arkansas to do until conditions materially im- 
prove. I believe that after the war terminates, should our 
merchants have low stocks, such as are on hand today, you 
will be able within a short time to procure from the manu- 
facturers sufficient merchandise to meet the demands. At 
least we can appreciate the fact, as hardware merchants in 
the South, that there is no source from which a great volume 
of money may be obtained until after this year’s crop is 
marketed. Therefore, there will be a period of several 
months during which time we may patiently want a change 
in general conditions, and so I venture as a suggestion to the 
merchants of Arkansas, to confine your stock to sufficient 
supplies of merchandise to take care of your current trade, 
and speculate on future conditions as to your ability to pro-

cure the necessary merchandise to meet all future demands 
We must appreciate the fact that when the war terminates 
there will be millions of people in Europe in poverty; those 
who are now being supported by the governments in time of 
war will be cut off from the governments’ pay-roll and be 
wholly dependent upon their own earning capacity individually 
for a living. It is true there will be a great demand for sup- 
pies and metchandise of every character, but, upon the other 
hand, there must be something with which merchandise can 
paid for. Individuals will not be in the same position 
that their respective governments are and for. that reason I 
believe that our own manufacturers will be in position to 
supply our needs.

'r example, you may carefully investigate the policies 
surround the large manufacturing institutions through- 
the country, and you will find that there is an understand- 
with reference to the business policies pursued by the 
ite institutions and that each of them is advised as to 

nner in which its competitor or neighbor manufacturer 

ed success. For instance, one merchant in this state, 
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a member of this Association, may be operating a profitable 
store, selling certain brands of merchandise, from which he 
realizes a splendid profit. In another. section of the state 
another member of the Association may be selling this same 
brand of merchandise at a loss. Should such a circumstance 
exist there would be an opportunity for the merchant making 
a profit to materially assist the merchant who is losing. With- 
out the Association, with an established place of meeting, 
where these men may be brought face to face, there would 
continue a condition that should not exist. 

The hardware merchants of Arkansas who for sixteen 
long years have sailed under the banner of this Association, 
and who have remained loyal and steadfast to the organiza- 
tion, are the most successful merchants in the state today. 
There is not a hardware association in the entire National 
Association that is twenty years of age. Yet these splendid 
advantages gained and their organization has spread through- 
out the country until there is now gathered beneath the ban- 
ner of the National Association forty-four states, with a mem- 
bership totaling more than twenty thousand. In this connec- 
tion I desire to remind those present that there is an indi- 
vidual responsibility resting upon each member of the Asso- 
ciation, and we should by all means bring within the folds 
of this Association our fellow hardware merchant who has 
not yet been made to understand its benefits. 

EFFICIENCY KEYNOTE OF SUCCESS. 

We are all in the hardware business for the purpose of 
making money. We expect a profit. And there are many 
ways whereby we may improve the conditions which have 
governed our business in the past, which will mean profits. 
As conditions improve new commodities of commerce are 
placed upon the market, and likewise must our business 
change. We cannot do business on the same basis of twenty 
years ago. There are thousands of articles for which there 
is a universal demand that have been invented within the 
last three years, and we hardware merchants, if we propose 
to be up-to-date dealers in merchandise, must be on our job, 
early and iate, in order that we may procure for our business 
that which we are entitled to. 

Efficiency in store management, in my opinion, is indis- 
pensable. Large, attractive window displays prove profitable 
to a business. Well arranged displays in the store, on the 
shelves and in show-cases, mean much to the merchant. It 
is not always the quality of the merchandise on hand, but it 
is the manner in which it is displayed that appeals to the 
individual tastes of our customers. We must present our 
merchandise in such a manner as to reflect its quality and to 
favorably appeal to the appreciative senses of the customer. 

During my experience as a merchant I have found that 
the selling end of a business is one of the most important. 
Live, wide-awake salesmen are the back-bone of a successful 
business. They can bring to your store trade that otherwise 
would get away. They can unload from your shelves mer- 
chandise that inactive salesmen would never move. This class 
of salesmen, however, are educated, they are brought up under 
a condition wherein the employer and employe are constantly 
in touch with each other, both upon the sales floor during 
business hours and after closing hours in personal meetings, 
which I think every merchant should have. 

The National Retail Hardware Association has organized 
a Price and Service Bureau, which is for the specific benefit 
of the members of the different associations. There can be 
no question but that this idea is one of far reaching interest. 
Through the efficient mediums of obtaining information at the 
National office, they are in position to offer to the merchants 
of this country advantages which we as individuals could 
never possibly obtain. I think that every member of this 
Association should avail himself of the Price and Service 
Bureau. It is supplied in connection with your. membership 
and costs you absolutely nothing, and there can be no reason- 
able excuse why we as merchants and members of the Asso- 
ciation do not manifest an interest in this particular branch 
of the Association. 

MUTUAL INSURANCE. 

The question of hardware mutual insurance is thoroughly 
understood by every member upon this floor, and it would be 
useless to go into a discussion of its value to us at this meet- 
ing. However, I believe that it is a matter that we should 
urge upon those who have not yet joined the Association. 
It is an argument that will appeal to their business judgment 
and is one of the most profitable features of the Association. 
It is maintained by hardware merchants exclusively and 
should command the serious attention of every merchant in 
this Association. 

RELATIONSHIP BETWEEN MERCHANT AND FARMER 

The hardware merchant of this country presents a most 
favorable attitude toward the farmer, and is in position to 
assist him materially in successfully carrying out the differ- 
ent policies of diversification that are being universally dis- 
cussed. The one crop theory is fast fading away, and there 
is being substituted instead, in the rich, fertile lands of Arkan- 
sas, a plan of cultivation that has no limit. The soil owners 
of this state realize as never before the importance of casting 































aside the one article of production, and substituting instead 
various articles of equal and in many instances greater value 
The merchant who is thrown in daily contact with the farmer 
has the opportunity to discuss improved farming machinery 
which is of benefit to the merchant’s business and of untold 
assistance to the farmer. 

Get together and assist the farmer in finding a market 
for that which he produces, and in this way you will educate 
him to raise something other than cotton. Upon the produc- 
tion of the soil ultimately depends the success of the mer- 
chant. When the farmer is educated to the point that he can 
raise various crops for a profit he will reap a richer harvest 
from his labor and the money which he realizes will be spent 
with the merchant in the proper improvement of his farm. 
Therefore, I seriously urge the membership of this Associa- 
tion to collectively join that great army of boosters who are 
endeavoring so hard to improve conditions in the rural dis- 
tricts of the state and to bring about a condition of affairs 
that will enable the producer to raise everything upon his 
own farm that he needs, with the exception of the hardware, 
which he must buy! 

Our Association is deeply sensible of the distinguished 
honor conferred upon one of its members at the last meeting 
of the National Association, which was held in Indianapolis 
in May of last year. At that meeting, which was one of the 
most successful in the history of the Association, E. E. Mitch- 
ell, of Morrilton, Arkansas, a loyal and enthusiastic worker of 
this Association, as well as one of our most successful mer- 
chants, was honored with the Presidency of the National 
Association. I am sure that each individual merchant of 
this state feels indeed grateful to the National Association for 
this honor, which not only came to the South for the first 
time, but which came to Arkansas and to our friend, E. E. 
Mitchell. We owe it to'the National Association and to our 
National President, to have the most successful convention in 
the history of our State Association, in order that our report 
may go to the National office as an honor to our National 
President. 

In June of this year the National Convention will meet 
in St. Paul, Minnesota, and there will again assemble beneath 
the flag of the National Association, hardware merchants from 
throughout the entire United States, to discuss the questions 
that confront the retail trade of this country. President 
Mitchell will preside at the coming convention and under him 
I extend the best wishes of the National Association, and as 
I confidently believe that his administration has meant more 
to the hardware merchants of this country than any adminis- 
tration previous, simply opportunities have presented them- 
selves whereby material assistance has been available to the 
hardware merchants of this country. 

EULOGIZES TRAVELING SALESMAN. 


This organization is deeply sensible of the valuable assist- 
ance rendered it by the associate membership. We all rec- 
ognize the fact that the traveling men who compose the 
associate membership of the Arkansas Retail Hardware Asso- 
ciation take particular interest in Association work, and are 
always ready and willing to lend a helping hand to any 
enterprise or suggestion that has for its purpose the upbuild- 
ing of the Association. My observation of this branch of 
the. organization is that the traveling salesman takes it upon 
himself to speak enthusiastically of the Association and of its 
objects to the individual hardware merchants of the state upon 
whom he constantly calls. He is the messenger of commerce. 
He goes out into the territory from whith the business is to 
be produced and the results of which constitute his livelihood. 
If he fails to produce that which his employer anticipates 
and feels that he should, within a short time, he is elimi- 
nated and another man substituted in his place. Therefore, 
the position which he occupies necessarily requires a man of 
integrity and a man of ability. This condition of affairs will 
in my opinion never change.

This cold air is taken into the side of the warm 
air heater and I will explain the cold air system in the 
following: Pipes 1 and 2 run together in a “Y” joint 
to the dotted lines, then the dotted lines indicate that 
the pipe goes down and passes through a cement wall 
and connects into the heater jacket. Number 3 is a 
“Y” joint into Number 2 cold air pipe. 1 and 2 are 
square pipes. 3, 4 and 5 are round pipes. 4 and 5 come 
together in a “Y” joint and then go down in a round 
pipe and connect with a square boot into the heater 
jacket.

PATTERNS FOR SQUARE TAPERING ELBOW. 





BY O. W. KOTHE. 

To lay out a square tapering elbow as shown in this 
drawing, the method here shown will produce suf- 
ficiently accurate results with considerable saving in 
time to off-set the more tedious method of triangula- 
tion in this drawing. 






































A-B-C and then strike the center arc E-F to the de- 
sired radius, after which divide this arc into the proper 
number of equal spaces to make the proper number of 
pieces in elbow of which there must be six spaces in 
this case. Through these points draw the mitre lines 
indefinitely, and then from point “E” erect a vertical 
line to point I, and from point F square over a hori- 
zontal line to point G; then with A-G as radius mark 
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Development of Patterns for Square Tapering Elbow. 


By inspection of this drawing it will be observed 
from the front elevation which is a fairly accurate 
view that the sides are slightly twisted in each piece, 
and therefore to get this exact twist, triangulation will 
have to be employed; but this is not so important, 
because there is usually sufficient give and take in our 
metal that each piece of the side elevation can be 
taken as a side pattern, which will give sufficiently 
accurate results with appearance. 

So first draw the side elevation by drawing lines 


point I and draw the center lines as shown. The next 
step is to proportion the elevation which is best accom- 
plished by drawing the half sections for ends as shown 
by “A” for the small end and by “B” for the large 
end. Now with dividers, divide the difference 1-5 into 
the same number of equal spaces as you have pieces 
in the elbow as shown by 2-3-4. With dividers pick 
the distance X-4 and place it on mitre line I-4 on each 
side; again pick distance X-3 and set it as H-3 on each 
side in mitre line; then pick distance X-2 and let it as 
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(-2 as shown. Connect these points with lines and 
-ou have the outline of side elevation. The front ele- 
vation can be constructed from the side elevation by 
projecting lines through the center line from all points 
in throat and heel of side elevation, thus producing the 
view as shown. 

So to lay out the pattern for the lower piece, draw 
the side lines 4-5 until they meet in the center W and 
using W as center with dividers or trammel points 
strike arcs outward from points 4 and 5 in both throat 
and heel as shown. Now for the base line pick the 
distance a-a’- from front elevation, and set it as 5-a 
and 5-a’; next pick the distance b-b’ and i-i’ from 
front elevation and set it as 4-b’ and 4-i’; draw your 
lines and you have the half pattern finished. In like 
manner lay out the pattern for the second piece by 
extending the side lines through the apex, and make 
line 4-b” and 4-i” equal to the first pattern. Next 
pick the distance c-c’ and h-h’ from front elevation 
and set it in pattern as 3-c’ and 3-h’ which gives you 
the points to draw lines through and the half pattern 
is finished. 

Continue in this way and develop all the other pat- 
terns, and then cut each pattern out separately and 
mark it off on another piece of metal so you can allow 
proper edges for seaming or riveting. In large work 


and where the elbow must be made to fit in a given’ 


position then each piece in side elevation would have 
to be lengthened to suit the paper. This can be done 
by using the projection of each piece in front eleva- 
tion as the base line and the center line in each piece 
of side elevation as the altitude line; then the slant 
length between the two points will be the true length 
to make the center line of that piece in pattern, which 
will give you sufficiently accurate results.

TIME LIMIT FOR FILING MECHANICS’ LIENS. 

In the “Legal Friend of the People” column of the 
Chicago Tribune, the following query and reply was 
inserted and as it is of interest to all sheet metal 
workers in Illinois, AMERICAN ARTISAN is glad to 
give further publicity to the matter: When does the 
time limit expire to file a mechanic’s lien on building 
for labor and material ? 

The reply was as follows: In the state of Illinois, 
a contractor must file a mechanic’s lien within four 
months after the completion of his work in order that 
the lien may be superior to the claim of other cred- 
itors. As to the owner the claim may be filed any time 
within two years after the completion of the work. 
In order to establish his right to a lien a subcontractor 
must within sixty days after the completion of his 
work serve a written notice of his claim on the owner 
or his agent unless such owner has previously been 
given notice of the amount due by the contractor or 
subcontractor.

PATENTS GRANTED FOR CAN AND DRINKING 
CUP. 





United States patent rights, under numbers 1,136,- 
993 and 1,137,039 have been assigned to the American 
Can Company, New York 
* City, for a can end and an in- 
dividual drinking cup. Num- 
ber 1,136,993 was issued to 
William Ayres, Mount Ham- 
ilton, Ontario, Canada, and is 
described as follows: A can 
end having a laterally extend- 
ink flange and a countersunk 
central portion, the vertical wall of the countersunk 
portion being formed with outwardly bulged portions 
extending upwardly and downwardly along the said 
vertical walls, whereby the nesting of the can end is 
prevented when it is stacked with others of a similar 
structure, substantially as specified. 

Number 1,137,039 was issued to George W. Weber, 
New York City, and is described in the following: 
As a new article of manufacture, a 
combined drinking cup and closed

Texas Sheet Metal Contractors Hold 


Convention 








The eighth annual convention of the Texas Sheet 
Metal Contractors’ Association met in San Antonio, 
Wednesday to Friday, April 21 to 23, and was a de- 
cided success in every respect. 

The convention was called to order Wednesday, at 
10:25 a. m., by President Joseph Netzer. Immediately 
afterwards, Messrs. J. A. Daugherty of Nashville, 
Tennessee, and John H. Hussie of Omaha, Nebraska, 
presented President Netzer with a beautifully en- 
graved gavel, Mr. Daugherty making the presentation 
speech in a few well chosen words, which was feel- 
ingly replied to by President Netzer.

officers took place and all were found to be present ex- 
cept Sergeant-at-arms Samuel H. Kerr of Lufkin, 
President Netzer then read a message of 
greeting from National President Paul F. Brandstedt. 
On motion of Mr. T. P. Walsh, all National officers 
present were given the courtesy of the floor. National 
officers present were J. A. Daugherty of Nashville. 
Tennessee, J. H. Hussie of Omaha, Nebraska, Julius 
Gerock of St. Louis, T. P. Walsh of San Antonio, 
Texas. The minutes of the Seventh Annual Conven- 
tion were then read and approved. 

The Resolutions Committee was appointed as fol- 
lows: Fred Hartel, Galveston, H. Welsch, El Paso, 
and E. O. Wood, Fort Worth. After announcement 
by Mr. Vodrie of a theater party that evening for the 
ladies, and smoker for the gentlemen, recess was 
called until 2 o’clock. After reading of the minutes 
of the morning session, which were approved as read, 
the following committees were announced: Finance, 
M. Walsh, San Antonio; A. Deutz, Laredo; Frank 
Hanson, Dallas. Credentials ‘Committee, Frank Han-

son, Dallas; C. R. Ellsworth, San Antonio; W. C. 
Torbett, Waco. 

The Treasurer’s report was then read and referred 
to the Finance Committee. Applications of H. Welsch 
and William Poppenhausen of El Paso were read and 


they were duly elected to membership. After a talk 
by Mr. Julius Gerock, the Question Box was opened, 
and various questions pertaining to the business were 
read and discussed to the benefit of all. It was then 
voted that any resolutions the committees might have 
should be read but not discussed or acted on. The 
resolution was read suggesting that the President ap- 
point a committee of three on Trades Relation and 
Policy, recommending that the State dues be $5.00 
per year for 1915; that all members pay their dues 
direct to the National Association for 1915, and all 
dues due the National for 1914 be paid. The question 
of overhead expense having come up in the Question 
Box, it was voted to lay all questions on this subject 
over and make it a special order of business at 3 p. m. 
the following day. 


THURSDAY’S SESSION, 

The Convention was called to order Thursday at 10 
a.m. by President Netzer. Roll call of officers showed 
all present except Sergeant-at-arms Kerr. Report of 
Resolutions Committee was then read and advanced 
for action on same. First article of resolution com- 
mittee offered the day before covering appointment of 
Trades Relation and Policy Committee adopted as 
read. Second article was divided into two, numbered 
1% and 2, Number 1% reading, “We recommend the 
State dues to be $5.00 per year for 1915,” was deferred 
until report of Finance Committee was received ; sec- 
ond and third section, action was deferred also. A 
resolution was then offered by Mr. Frank Hanson of 
Dallas, that the Secretary be instructed to pay the 
National per capita tax of $3.00 for 1914; that the 
National Association be requested to take upon them- 
selves the collection of the taxes for 1915; that the 
State membership as individuals, retain their member- 
ship in the National Association, and pay the National 
per capita tax, either direct or through their Locals; 
that the State Association be held in no way responsi- 
ble or liable for the per capita tax to the National after 
January 1, 1915. These resolutions killing any motion 
or resolution or amendments of past conventions in 
conflict with these resolutions, all of which were 
adopted as read. a 

Mr. F. J. Hoersting of Dayton, Ohio, having come 
in was requested to address the Convention, which he 
did, giving a very interesting talk on the progress o/ 
the Ohio State Association. On motion the program 
was advanced, and talks were made on “Cost Keeping, 
or Overhead Expense,” by the following among 
others: Messrs. Hanson, Shannon, Hussie, Walsh, 
and Werner. It was asked then that all those having 
cost keeping systems bring samples to the next State 
Convention. 

Mr. T. P. Walsh made a very interesting talk on 
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‘Apprentice System and Trade Schools.” Mr. Daugh- 
erty read a letter from National President Paul F. 
Brandstedt, Washington, D. C., expressing his regret 
at being unable to attend the convention, asking Mr. 
Daugherty to extend his greetings to the Texas State 
\ssociation, and wishing them a harmonious and 
profitable convention, extending his greeting and fult 
confidence to the National officers present, in their 
ability to perform their duty properly. A resolution 
was then offered by Mr. Hussie to endorse the Stevens 
Bill in our National Congress, House Bill Number 
13305, to regulate control of the selling price, which 
resolution was adopted as read. 

Talks were then made by the various representatives 
of the material men present, all of which were very 
entertaining and much appreciated. A message was 
read from Sergeant-at-arms Samuel H. Kerr of Luf- 
kin, Texas, expressing his regret at being unable to 
be present. 

The application of- Poulson Brothers, Columbus, 
Texas, for membership was then read and referred to 
a committee of three, Messrs. Leven of San Antonio, 
Werner of Galveston, and Richardson of Dallas. A 
communication was then read from Fort Worth Cham- 
ber of Commerce inviting the Association to hold its 
next convention in that city. The committee on ap- 
plication of Poulson Brothers reported recommending 
that they be admitted to membership. 


FRIDAY’S SESSION. 

The morning session on Friday was called to order 
at 10:10 a. m. by President Netzer, roll call of officers 
showing all present except Sergeant-at-arms Kerr. 
Mr. Morris Stein of Galveston was introduced and 
addressed the Convention, inviting the Association 
to meet in that city in 1916. Motion was carried 
to defer action until later. Mr. Payne, of the 
Texas Material Men’s Association, then gave a very 
interesting and instructive talk on the recent amend- 
ment to the Lien Law, which in his opinion, placed the 
sheet metal contractors in a much better position than 
thev had been in the past. The Resolutions Commit- 
tee recommended the adoption of the President’s and 
Secretary-Treasurer’s reports as read, which on mo- 
tion, was carried. A resolution was also introduced, 
thanking the San Antonio Local, the Press of San An- 
tonio, the Menger Hotel, and the Railroads for the 
kindness and courtesies extended and excellent enter- 
tainment provided. 

The Finance Committee then rendered its re- 
port as follows: That a more business-like system 
‘f bookkeeping should be inaugurated in the Secre- 
tary-Treasurer’s office; further, ascertain the income 
of 1914, deduct from this the Secretary’s salary and 
office expense, 75 percent of the balance to be used 
for field work in the way of traveling expenses, 25 
percent be kept in the treasury subject to the Execu- 
tive Board, this to be done each year, taking the re- 
‘eipts of 1914 as a basis for 1915, and the receipts of 
(915 for 1916, etc.; also recommending that the State 
lues be 75 cents per month for the year 1915 to meet 
ihe present deficit and pay the National per capita tax 
for 1914; further recommending that all dues com- 
mence January 1, and end December 31, which was 
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adopted as read. The Finance Committee further re- 
ported that after going over the Secretary-Treasurer’s 
books carefully, they found them correct, with the 
exception that the Secretary had failed to credit him- 
self with $9.25 that he was entitled to on initiation 
fees. The Secretary was further instructed to use 
his best efforts to collect the unpaid dues. 

A resolution was offered by Mr. John H. Hussie 
that the Secretary be instructed to furnish at once to 
the National Secretary a list of names of the members 
of the State Association in good standing for the year 
1914, on which the State Association pledged to pay 
the per capita tax to the National Association, also to 
furnish the National Secretary with a copy of the 
names and addresses of all members of the State As- 
sociation for the year 1915, and to mail to the National 
Secretary at least once a month a list of the names 
and addresses of all new members admitted during the 
month preceding, in order that the National Secretary 
may be in a position to intelligently proceed with the 
collection of the 1915 per capita tax, and the per capita 
tax falling due thereafter, which resolution was 
adopted. 

Nominations for officers being declared in order, the 
following were elected: 

Joseph Netzer, Laredo, President. 

A. W. Chatfield, San Antonio, First Vice-President. 

Fred Hartel, Galveston, Second Vice-President. 

W. A. Richardson, Dallas, Third Vice-President. 

H. Welsch, El Paso, Fourth Vice-President. 

W. C. Torbett, Waco, Secretary and Treasurer. 

H. B. Vodrie, San Antonio, Sergeant-at-arms. 

Mr. John H. Hussie of Omaha, Nebraska, past 
President of the National Association, in a very im- 
pressive manner installed the newly elected officers. 

Delegates to the National Convention were then 
elected as follows: The State President being by vir- 
tue of his office a delegate to the National Convention, 
the following were elected delegates and alternates: 
Frank Hanson, Dallas and H. Welsch, El Paso, dele- 
gates: H. D. Vodrie and George P. Werner, alter- 
nates. The delegates are to pay their own expenses. 

Galveston was chosen as the next meeting place 
without opposition, the date to be decided by the state 
officers. The motion was then carried that the dele- 
gates to the next National Convention in 1916, place 
Fort Worth, Texas, in nomination for the National 
Convention. 


ENTERTAINMENT FEATURES. 

On Tuesday night, Mr. Fred Hartel, of Galveston, 
entertained the visitors present as well as a number 
of the local members with an elaborate banquet at the 
Menger Hotel, at which time addresses were made by 
most all the gentlemen present. This occasion was 
highly appreciated as an innovation that certainly 
worked well in the way of getting all in a good humor 
before the Convention began. The banquet was a 
credit to anyone at any place, but was only in line with 
the usual customs of this most congenial gentleman, 
Mr. Fred Hartel.

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STEEL TRADE FEELS IMPETUS OF WAR 
CONTRACTS WHILE RAILROAD BUYING 
OF EQUIPMENT MATERIAL 
CONTINUES. 


Judged by the actual number of orders coming in, 
the steel industry is not progressing as rapidly as the 
month previous, but when judged from the proper 
perspective, conditions may be classed as being very 
satisfactory. Inquiries of the previous month have 
been transferred to the order books and new inquiries 
have made their appearance since. 

The first orders for war material are now reach- 
ing steel makers, the Pressed Steel Car Company be- 
ing reported to have inquiries for 75,000 to 100,000 
tons of plates for cars for the Russian government, 
while other companies are also making inquiries which 
show that they expect to book large orders within the 
near future. 

Railroad buying is still continuing at an encouraging 
rate. The Pennsylvania Railroad inquired for about 
2,500 tons of No. 12 gauge heavy sheets for box car 
siding to be used for its Altoona shops. The Rock 
Island Railroad has put out inquiries for 35,000 tons 
of standard rails while the Minneapolis and St. Louis 
has ordered some 5,000 tons. 

Some improvement in the situation for structural 
material has been noted, orders for small tonnages 
being placed throughout the country. On the whole, 
however, this phase of the industry leaves much still 
to be desired. 

The arrival of about 1,000 tons of ferro-manganese 
from England has relieved the strain felt among steel 
makers. At least 2,000 tons are still expected to 
arrive before the week end and continued shipments 
are looked for during the summer. 

The general loosening up of investment funds which 
has been needed to improve conditions in the steel 
trade is now taking place, resulting from the greater 
volume of railroad buying and the heavier investment 
in permanent improvements which has taken place. 

3radstreet’s review of the trade says: “Business 
continues to gain in vitality, the rate of improvement 
being of the gradual but steadily spreading type, with 
trades and sections heretofore backward falling into 
line. Distributive trade, benefited by summer-like 
weather, has expanded; current shipments by jobbers 
of essential staples are quite satisfactory; confidence 
in the future, expressed at numerous points, is mani- 
fested in a stronger disposition to place conservative 
orders for future delivery; employment of labor is 
better, and war orders continue to attract attention 
and provide activity for a number of industries. Gen- 
eral industrial operations on domestit work are in- 
creasing ; railroads are placing equipment orders; sales 





of pig iron are the heaviest of any week for a year 
past ; copper continues to mount in price.” 


STEEL. 


Generally speaking, the steel industry has made 
satisfactory progress during the month of April, the 
bookings at most mills being greater than during the 
month of March. Quotations on fabricated stee! 
which up to the present have been very low are show- 
ing marked improvement and business booked by most 
important companies in the East shows an average in- 
crease of about one dollar. The United States Steel 
Corporation operated at 72 percent of its ingot capac- 
ity during the past week and expects to do better in 
the coming week. 

The steel trade is feeling the first real impetus from 
war contracts and large orders from foreign nations 
are expected soon, the Russian government having 
already inquired for 75,000 to 100,000 tons of plates. 
The Pittsburgh market for bars is holding firm at 1.20 
cents, although this material is being offered at 1.10 
cents by at least two mills. Specifications taken dur- 
ing April were slightly heavier than those taken in 
March. 


COPPER. 

Although the London market in copper dropped 
considerably, prices in the United States are undis- 
turbed. A little irregularity was, however, noticed as 
the result of the metal being offered below the pro- 
ducers’ quotation by second hands, although the sup- 
plies offered are hardly sufficient to make any marked 
impression on the regular trade. Production which 
was attracted by the high price of copper is now 
again approaching the normal. Exports which, as re 
ported at the New York customhouse on Tuesday, 
amounted to 1,350 tons, of which 1,050 was consigned 
to Sweden, while the other 300 went to England. The 
market on Wednesday was ruling strong at the estab- 
lished quotation of 1834 to 19 cents and fair business 
is being reported by producers’ agencies, the demand 
being mostly for future delivery as it is still difficult 
to obtain Spot copper. Copper sheets in the Chicago 
market are remaining firm, the price still being quoted 
at 24 cents. 


TIN. 

An easier undertone in the tin market is noted as 2 
result of the lower London market. There was a fair 
inquiry, although actual transactions may be said to be 
unimportant. Spot tin was offered at 39 cents per 
pound with May at 38% cents, June at 37% cents and 
July, August at 36% cents. Most buyers are stil 
continuing their hand-to-mouth policy of buying, du: 
mainly to the fact that consumption neither here no: 
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abroad has been up to the normal. According to the 
monthly statistics by the New York Metal Exchange, 
deliveries into consumption during April were good, 
amounting to 3,200 tons, the total for the past few 
months, however, showing a decrease of 3,575 tons as 
compared with the same period last year. The solder 
prices in the Chicago market are firm and are given 
as follows: XX Guaranteed, % & %, 26% cents; 
Commercial, % & %, 24% cents; No. 1 Plumbers, 
22% cents. 


LEAD. 


The New York lead market is quiet and generally 
unchanged. Spot prices of 4.15 cents and 4.20 cents 
are quoted at the East St. Louis market. Receipts 
for the past week were 38,000 pigs against 84,740 
pigs the week previous. Shipments amounted to 24,- 
670 pigs against 40,720 pigs which were shipped the 
week before. The Chicago market shows a marked 
increase in prices. Pig lead is now quoted at $4.60 
as against the previous quotation of $4.45, this being 
an advance of 15 cents. Bars similarly increased fif- 
teen cents in price, the new quotation being $5.10. 
Sheet lead which is now quoted at $6.25 shows an in- 
crease of five cents. 


SHEETS. 

The business in galvanized sheets is quiet, due 
mainly to the high price demanded for spelter. Sev- 
eral makers of galvanized steel sheets in the Pitts- 
burgh district have advanced their prices to 3.60 cents 
and above for No. 28 gauge, but material may still be 
obtained at less than 3.40 cents from some makers. 
No. 10 gauge blue annealed sheets are now quoted at 
1.35 cents. Black sheets are quoted at anywhere 
from 1.80 cents to 1.90 cents for base size. The lead- 
ing interests are operating their mills at about 70 
percent capacity. The Chicago warehouses show a 
marked increase in practically all sheets. One Pass 
cold rolled black sheets are now ten cents higher than 
the prices quoted the previous week. Galvanized 
sheets have shown even a greater rise, the increase 
being twenty-five cents above the prices quoted May 
first. 


SHELF AND BUILDERS’ HARDWARE PRICES 
ADVANCE. 

Prices on shelf and builders’ hardware are expected 
to advance ten percent over previous quotations; 
many manufacturers announced withdrawal of prices 
last Saturday. 


SPELTER. 

The price of spelter is still advancing. The most 
important development of late may be said to be the 
creater willingness evidenced by consumers to buy 
iutures. Several sellers are now offering deliveries of 
Prime Western for within the next week or ten days 
in carload lots at about 14.80 cents, St. Louis. In the 
“ast, the price is a little higher, fifteen cents being 
enerally quoted, although some are asking as high as 
{teen and a half cents. The Chicago market shows a 
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marked increase, the new quotation being $15.00, 
which is an increase of fifty cents over last week. 
Sheet zinc is being quoted at $17.50 for cask lots and 
$17.75 to $18.25 for less than cask lots, this being an 
advance of $1.50 over the price quoted on May first. 


PIG IRON. 


The demand for steel making grades of pig iron in 
the Pittsburgh district is continuing at a fairly active 
rate. Despite this activity, however, the market re- 
mains unchanged. Dealers in Chicago report that the 
sales of pig iron in that district during April exceeded 
those of March by three to five times. Northern No. 2 
Foundry is being sold at $13.00 Chicago furnace, for 
last half delivery, although some sellers are trying to 
establish the price of $13.25 Chicago furnace for this 
delivery. An increase in the favorable conditions of 
the market is, however, expected to bring all sellers to 
the same level. Inquiry is active, and is greater than 
has been evidenced for some time. Birmingham pig 
iron has finally reached a price of $10.00 on some 
sales and this advance has brought about a change 
in the feeling of buyers. 


Rogers, Brown and Company’s market report, 
Cincinnati, Ohio, May 7, 1915: 

Without any special features, the pig iron market at all 
points during the week has developed more activity. Sales 
locally have included Northern, Southern, high silicon, Vir 
ginia and Charcoal iron, indicating a broader use of various 
grades and kinds. Deliveries have ranged from spot through 
last half and prices, while unchanged, are being held stronger 
at present figures for the more extended deliveries. 

In the South, due to recent activity and large buying, 
prices have become stronger, and in some instances advanced 
for last half business. Owing to this improvement in South- 
ern iron, buying of Northern iron at existing figures for last 
half appears to be more general. 

April was a distinctly satisfactory month in the iron and 
steel trade, largely due to business placed in all lines for 
future delivery rather than output records for the month. An 
ever increasing rate of shipment on existing contracts is in- 
dicative of increase in melt and production of foundries dur- 
ing the last few months. 

The railroads have been large factors in the last week or 
ten days in adding to the favorable influences, with inquiry 
for material and equipment of every kind for months to come. 
It is believed that in the last few weeks other lines than those 
already in the market will be able to effect financing, permit- 
ting them also to buy material. Local iron consuming and 
metal manufacturing plants are busy, war supplies being at 
the bottom of a great deal of the increase in operation and 
continued re-employment of labor in these lines. 

The clearest indication of the changed attitude of con- 
sumers over a few months ago and best testimony of im- 
proved conditions and outlook is shown in the disposition to 
buy more largely for future needs. The hand-to-mouth policy 
has been in vogue for some months and only recently in 
many lines forecasting of the future has been accomplished 
by a broader purchase for more extended periods. This is 
reported not only true of the metal trades, but in many other 
lines. 

Coke is without change. Last half contracting is being 
felt slightly, buyers coming into the market even at this time 
for renewal of contracts expiring July first. Prices on foun- 
dry coke are unchanged. Inquiry has improved. There has 
been nothing doing in furnace coke during the last week.
